Several Pennsylvaira journals have 


lately been criticising our law relating 
to coats in criminal cases, that permits a 
division of the costs between the parties. 
and also permits a verdict of not guilty 
in a criminal case and puts the costs 
upon the acquitted defendant. Such a 
verdict certainly has the appearance of 
a legal paradox, but when the facts 
winch led to the enactment of the law 
are dispassionately considered, the wis- 
dom of the statute will hardly te ques- 
tioned. 


The law permitting a division of costs 


wasi enacted to halt the growth of petty 
proceedings in our criminal courts, and 
also to protect the county from being 
compelled to pay the price of such litiga- 
tion when it was inspired by passion or 
resentment, without any just claim 
upon the protection of tbe law. That 
thi- law relating to costs has produced 
beneOcent results cannot be doubted. 
It has not only hindered many entirely 
unwarranted prosecutions, but where 
such actions have been instituted it has 
enabled courts and juries to deal justly 
with the parties. 


It was once very common in Pennsyl- 


vania for cross actions to be brought 
for assault and battery, and in very 
many of such cases the court and jury 
would discover that there was nearly or 
quite equal fault on both sides. The 
cases did not warrant the criminal con- 
viction of either defendant, and the re- 
sult in most eases was tue acquittal of 
both parties and the county had to pay 
the costs. This frivolous litigation in 
the criminal courts became so general 
that it was a necessity to interpose any 
reasonable obstacle to its continuance, 
and the veri best possible method was 
adopted by providing that the costs 
could be divided on any basis between 
the parties, or that the defendant cnuld 
be acquitted and yet made to pay the 
entire costs of the action. 


Inconsistent as it may seem at first 


blush, there have been very many cases 
in our courts in Pennsylvania when the 
verdict of "not guiltj but the defendant 
to pay the costs" was a most righteous 
one. In these cases there was not suf- 
ficient lawlessness on the part of the de- 
fendant to warrant a criminal convic- 
tion. and yet in the judgment of the 
jury some punishment was merited, be- 
cause some measure of provocation had 
been given. In such a case the acquittal 
of the defendant, with the requirement 
that he must pay the costs, is an entire- 
ly just verdict. 


In many petty criminal cases, especi- 


ally of assault aud battery, there is more 
or less wrong on thi> pait of both prose- 
cutor aud defendaut. There has been 
no serious violation of the law requiring 
criminal puuishtaent on either side, and 
the jury is now tmpowed, and we think 
with entire fidelity to justice, to divide 
the costs in such cases on any basis that 
seems right. The costs may be equally 
divided, or one may be required to pay 
any larger percentage that may seem 
equitable in the judgment of the jury. 


It would be a serious mistake to efface 


this law relaiin? to costs from our 
statutes. 
It was called into existence by 


a great public necessity ; it has hindered 
frivolous and passionate litigation, and 
it has certainly served an excellent pur- 
pose, while it hag done no wrong to any 
citizen, unless in some insta'ces where 
juries may have reached an unjust judg- 
ment. It is a wise restraint upon the 
litigation and prosecutions which result 
chiclly or wholly from personal resent- 
ment, and the law should be maintained 
as in every way wise and just.— Philri 
TYmes. 


Republicans in Trouble.

ton and his fi lends were promising every 
position in the gift of the Governor for 
vot«s, iind even offices under an expect- 
ed Republican National administration 
were promised. 
Now, however, he 


says that he is going to do everything in 
his power, even to lobbying, to insure 
tbe passage of the reform lass pledged 
by ths party. He also declared himself 
in favor uf Senator Bruce's civil service 
leform bill; but the Republicans, who 
believe in the distribution of Ihe offices 
to the victors, say that Mr. Wellington 
hasi undergone a great change of tnind 
since his election to the Senatorahip. 


"It is learned,"says the Baltimore Sun. 


"from the applications filed in the ex- 
ecutive department that nearly one-half 
the members of the Legislature are 
after office for themselves and in their 
pursuit of spoils seem to wholly neglect 
the interest of constituencies. 


"Nothing like it was ever known in 


a Maryland Legislature before. Up to 
date only one bill has been passed by 
both houses and that has received the 
approval of the Governor. 


"Oue-third of the session has elapsed 


and nothing ia the way of legislation 
has been completed except this private 
bill. The difficulty of the situation 
seems to be not so much with thv party 
leaders as with the members of the Leg- 
lature, wbo are more engrossed in the 
straggle over spoils than in tbe struggle 
for good government."

PENNSYLVANIA COLLEGE. 


A Wuililnghm Correspondent to the "tuHi- 


«run Observer" Write* tbe Following 


On llm Mltmitlnn: 


"It was the purpose of the trustees of 


Pennsylvania College tbat tbe resigna- 
tion of Dr. McKnight and the causes 
which led to it should be Board secrets 
for the time being. There is no good 
reason why everybody should not know 
the whole situation. And now that the 
secular press has spoken, and the Obser- 
ver alludes so appropriately to President 
McKnight's resignation aad to the 
action of the board of trustees, there is 
no need for any further concealment. 
The friends of Pennsylvania College are 
careful only to perpetuate and enhance 
its usefulness, and are of one mind, we 
apprehend, in regard to its honored Presi- 
dent. The trustees, we are sure, regret 
that he felt constrained to offer his 
resignation, and yet we cherish the ho[« 
tbat be may be induced to withdraw it 
and contiune in this relation to our old- 
est college, the relation which the church 
has so heartily endorsed, and which God 
has ao L-reatly blessed. 


"All tbat the Observer aaya of the 


President and of his administration is 
true, and more might be said truly. His 
election marked the birth of a new d 
pensation in tbe history or' the college 
whose future was never brighter tha 
to-day. Individually, we think Dr. Mi 
Knight has made a mistake in tenderiu 
bis resignation. And this we say at 
viaedly, knowing the ordeal throne; 
which he and the college have passe 
during these latter years of unrest an 
division and strife in our Gene al Synoc 
It is an open secret that but for attack 
made upon the college, not by thos 
outside our General Synod, but by th 
brethren who have been discounting th 
Lutherauism of so many of us, an 
which have made the position of th 
President of Pennsylvania College so ui 
comfortable, he would not have resigL 
ed. Nor is it strange that after thes 
years of unrest and of attempted depn 
ciation of the college he should at lengt 
have been led to this crisis step. Th 
strongest of us are human, and the tim 
may come when an Elijah may wish t 
die. God knows and pities and help 
our infirmities. But the time has no 
come for President JIcKnight to retir 
from the piesiilency of a college fo 
which bis gifts and experience and grac 
pre-eminently fit him. 


"What report the committee to whom 


the resignation was referred may mak 
to the trustees I do not know, nor wha 
action the trustees may take at thi 
special meeting just before 113. Th 
trustees 
are 
intelligent gentlemen 


wholly loyal to the college and to it 
president. They are not given to ras! 
nor ill-advised action. Ot course it is o 
prime moment in the administration o 
the family, of the church, and of the 
civil government that there be entire 
harmony. The President of the United 
States deals very summarily with hi 
constitutional advisers in times of fric 
tion, for differences inevitably arise, even 
among honest and conscientious men 
A cabinet or lower officer antagonizing 
the administration has the opportunity 
of resigning, and in case of refusal ia 
summarily 
aud 
rightly 
dismissed 


Crises occur iu congregations, some 
times in families, as in business flrms, it 
institutions of learning and of charity 
when wisdom dictates general reorgani 
zation 
In our own experience, when 


once occupying a chair in one of our 
universities, a crisis came in which the 
trustees requested the resignation of ou 
whole Faculty, and as we remember, of 
the genera] Faculties of the university 
They then, as the governing body, elect- 
ed the men whose work and spirit would 
restore efficiency and harmony. 


"If at all possible, and we think it is 


and believe that we know the mind of 
the trustees, the services of Dr Mc- 
Knight must be retained in Pennsylvania 
College, aud harmony in administration 
secured, no matter what it may cost 
The interests of our institution are 
paramount to any individual or to the 
whole faculty of instruction combined." 


THE CAUSE OF OUR TROUBLES. 


Prcif. Lauqhlin, in (lie Februm-y Forum 


A correct analysis of the financial sit- 


uation, in my judgment discloses the 
fact that the cause of all our monetary 
disturbances is not one connected with a 
medium of exchange, but one concern- 
ing the 
maintenance of a definite 


measure, or common denominator, in 
which prices and contracts are expressed. 
It is Dot now a question a," to hmo much, 
but what kind of money we shall have. 
It was the doubt as to what kind of 
money, or what standard, we were to 
have, which brought us the panic of 
1893. Politicians, manoeuvring for party 
advantage, have been playing the game 
of tampering-witb-tne-standard at Wash- 
ington, while the crippled industries of 
the land were burying their dead. How 
long will the plain people stand patient- 
ly by, and pay out of their p-ckets 
hundreds of tnilliuus of dollars, tor the 


Newspaper Integrity. 


The practice among newspapers of ac- 


cepting bribes for "puffs" is indeed 
pernicious, and the public will sooner or 
later discover the deceit. I recall an 
incident of this kind in a town of G 000 
or 8 000 population. A patent medicine 
show company played a 30 nights' en- 
gagement at the opera house, to which 
large crowds were at Bret attracted 
because of the newspaper praise given to 
the event. Not a single performance 
was meritorious or even respectable, yet 
the newspapers continued to speak of 
them in the most complimentary fash- 
ion—at 10 cents per line. The company 
spent about $5 a day in this kind of 
"advertising" and reaped a most bounti- 
ful harvest during the first two weeks. 
The patronage then began to slacken 
and the next two weeks there was 
hardly crowd enough to pay expenses. 
The show ceased to attract and the 
newspapers bad lost their influence. As 
well might a minister, a lawyer, a 
doctor, oi any professional man hope to 
succeed by deception and fraud as a 
newspaper which sells its honor at the 
rate of 10 cents a line. 


This same rule holds good in all kinds 


of advertising. 
It pays a newspaper 


best to keep up its reputation fur truth 
and veracity and this cannot be done if a 
puff is given to every fake concern which 
comes along. Higher principles should 
govern a newspaper than financial con- 
sideration. While such a feature is im- 
portant, it is the least important. It 
should ever be the aim and object of 
newspaper editors and publishers to up- 
hold the dignity of the press and they 
can only do this by insisting that the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth be told by advertisers as well 
as reporters.—Rural Press. 


A Depraved Mule.

trative of life among the Old Dominion 
darkies that is not surpassed by Thomas 
Nelson Page himself.

.\ NEW PltOCESS WHICH WILL TK11 


TAINI.Y BK OK VAST IIKNKUT Ttt 


TIIK IIOMX KINK. 


Prominent scieutiHc students have rt 


eently beea experimenting witli the late- 
ly discovered 
Roentgen process, b 


which objects can be photographec 
through opaque substances. For in 
stance electrician Charles E. Scribne 
and Dr. James Burry made some pract 
cal experiments last Thursday in th 
laboratory of the Western Electric Com 
pany, Chicago. Casper Schmidt, who hac 
been shot in the hand two years ago 
was suffering from a pain in the palm 
but he had been unable to locate th 
affected part. After an hour's exposur 
to the cathode rays a plate was develop 
ed disclosing the presence of a bucksho 
below one o£ the knuckles, which wil 
be removed. 


Edward P. Thompson, of New York 


a consulting electrical engineer, wh 
has been experimenting with I'rofenso 
Roentgen's discovery, said last Thursday 
that he had discovered a process where- 
by motion, otherwise invisible, might be 
observed with the use of the new X rays 
The movements of a watch can be ob 
served through the case, and the opera 
tion of tbe interior organs of a living 
human being or animal be made visible 


The value of such a discovery to th 


science of surgery and medicine may b 
imagined from the claim of the inventoi 
when it is said that with it the action o 
the heart and the digestion of food cai 
be observed. 


"In the process as carried out b;. 


Roentgen, the effect of the cathode rays 
after passing through opaque objects 
must be developed by photography, am 
therefore a great deal of time is occupied 
by the exposure and the obtaining of th< 
picture," said IIr. Thompson. 


"By my process it is intended thai 


objects ordinarily invisible may be ex 
amined instantly, and especially thai 
motion may be represented to tbe eye. 


"Again, with powerful rays it ought 


to be possible with this process to see 
the action of the muscles and joints 
when one's finger is bent; or to be able 
;o distinguished a sprain from a break 
3y moving the arm back and fonh; or 
;o see the circulation of the blood, the 
beat ing of the heart and the motion of 
sap in trees and plants and of all other 
objects which at present cannot be ob- 
served. 


"Photography is not used in any con- 


nection with these experiments, and the 
igures which you observe are made by 
throwing the shadows of the invisible 
moving particles bj- the X rays upon 
platinacyanide in the end of a dark 
;ube." 


The new process has been given the 


lame of radiography. The results are 
lot obtained by a direct light, but b> 
means of radiating rays. Those who are 
xperimenting and are conversant with 
he whole process are at a loss to explain 
fhere the actinic principle lies. The 
ays will work through such opaque 
ustances as leather, wood, etc., but fail 
to penetrate glass, bone or metal. 


In proof of this statement the experi- 


ment of photographing coins in a purse, 
was successful. The light penetrated 
the leather and located the coins 
A 


further experiment was made with a 
human hand. The bone formation was 
traceable, and even the veins discernible 
in the result. A diamond in the ring, 
however, caught the rays and reflected' 
them. Work will be continued daily at 
the laboratories, aud as soon as a large 
apparatus is fixed up research will b 
made in the direction of the applicatio' 
of the process to surgery.

third of a century by the wand of pro- 
tectionism [ 


It is not necessary to quo:e statistics 


to prove to farmers that the business 
they are engaged in is depressed: some- 
thing closer 'it hand has proved it to 
them. If farm laborer had not been 
entered in the census simply as "la- 
borers," it is probable that more people 
would be shown to be engaeed in ag- 
riculture in this country than in all other 
employments combined. 


In I860, before the era of high protec- 


tion, which placed farmers in competi- 
tion with the world in selling and shut 
them out from that competition in buy- 
ing, they owned about one-half the 
wealth of the nation. After thirty years 
of "protection." they own less than one- 
fifth : A further careful analysis of the 
statistics shows that tb.; period from 
1S40 to I860, which was the time of our 
nearest approach to free trade, was one 
of remarkable prosperity for farmers, 
their individual gaius being greater 
during that period than during any other 
'u our history; and notwithstanding tl:a 
accelerated haste » iih which the govern- 
ment has continued to dispose 01 its 
public domain, the average gain during 
that time was more than twice as much 
as it hag been in any decade siuce the 
latter date. 


Some two years ago, while on the cars, 


I fell into conversation cu the tariff with 
my seat partner, who turned out U> be 
the chairman of a Slate Republican com- 
mittee; aud finding I was a farmer, he 
promised to send me some reading mat- 
ter on the subject. In time two pam- 
phlets arrived, both published by the 
same State committee, and both evident- 
ly intended to catch the farm vote. The 
first made the most positive assertion, 
backed by a long argument, that a pro- 
tective tariff al .lays resulted .u lowering 
the price of the article protected.

Two of the most important a-ad signi- 


ficant vows of this session of Congress 
were taken last Thursday, one in the 
House and the other in the Senate. The 
House defeated the silver bill by an 
overwhelming majority, and the Senate 
refused to consider the tariff bill by a 
vote of 29 to 21.

Farmere who have been affected by a 


decline in prices art compelled to increase 
the yields of their crops in order to de- 
rive as much proflt as possible from the 
soil at the lowest cost. This is a, matter 
in which the large majority of farmers 
are interested and although the subject 
lias not been overlooked in this depart- 
ment, yet it is one that can always be 
discussed with benefit to those interest- 
ed. Lands are frequently worn out bf • 
cause crops have been taken from them 
without returning to the soil ac equiva- 
lent for that which was removed What 
the quantity may be depends upon the 
character oi the soil, the nature of the 
crops grown thereon, the mode of culti- 
vation and the amount of manure or 
fertilizer applied (if any). 


Tbe fanner who at present has a farm 


lacking in fertility cannot patiently wait 
two or three years to restore it to its 
original condition, but must Jevise the 
best methods possible for securing a 
profit the coming year. If lid has a large 
heap of manure be should spread it on 
his land and plow it in as soon as the 
weather nill permit, but if he is not so 
fortunate he can resort to fertilizers. 
First the land for any kind of crop must 
be plowed and then harrowed very 3ne 
in order to admit more warmth to the 
soil and to prepare a proper seed bed for 
the seed. Fertilizers may also fail if 
there is a lack of sufficient rain, as there 
are many conditions which cannot be 
controlled, while thorough cultivation 
must be Riven until late in the season. 
Where land produces 25 bushels of corn 
per acre more fertilizers will be required 
than when it is in good condition. An 
application of 200 pounds of nitrate of 
soda, 300 pounds of sulphate of potash 
and 250 pounds of bone meal should 


. raise the yield to 60 bushels per acre. 


Apply one-third of the fertilizer in the 
hills just berore planting scattering it 
well, and then broadcast the remainder 
between the rows when the corn is a foot 
high, using the cultivator 10 work it in. 
The ingredients should be well mixed 
before applying. 


Fertilizers on oats and wheat are 


usually drilled in with the seed. Apply 
200 pounds of bone meal and 250 pouuds 
o! sulphate of potash in the fall, on 
wheat, and in the spring run a smooth- 
ing harrow over the field and apply 150 
pounds of nitrate of soda (Chili salt- 
petre). For oats the same fertilizers 
may be used. Potatoes should be se- 
ected for good seed and carefully cat, 
as many failures are due to the seed. 
As much as 1200 pounds of fertilizer 
per acre has been applied by some ex- 
perimenters. A mixture of 250 pounds 
of sulphate of ammonia, 350 pounds of 
sulphate of potash, and 200 pounds of 
bone meal should give good results. 
Two-thirds of the mixture should be 
broadcasted and harrowed in. The re- 
mainder should be applied on the row 
after the potatoes are planted, when the 
rows may be then leveled with a harrow. 


Any fertilizer not used by the crops 


will remain over, to a certain extent, for 
some crop the next year. Owing to the 
expense of procuring fertilizers farmers 
are unwilling to use as large quantities 
as they should, but if a farm is run 
down it has parted with its wealth, and 
its riches cannot be restored by any pro- 
cess witbont a somewhat corresponding 
expenditure to regain that which has 
been carried away in the shape of crops 
grown in previous years. The cheapest 
method of restoring the soil is to put the 
land in clover and plow under the second 
crop.- The best mode of securing clover 
is to apply 40 bushels of air-slacked lime 
now and 200 pounds of sulphate of pot- 
ash per acre when seeding down the 
clover. Any kind of green crops that 
can be plowed under, such as millet, 
buckwheat, rye, cow peas, crimson 
clover, etc., will be beneficial, but al- 
ways apply lime on the land after such 
crops are turned under. 


Frequently 1 he soil is poor because it 


lucks lime, although it may contain 
other substances more plentifully. At 
all events lime is the best of all sub- 
stances on poor land in proportion to 
cost and benefit derived. Let it air- 
slack until fine, then plow the land, ap- 
ply from 20 to 40 bushels per acre, and 
harrow it in. The fall is the best time 
to apply it. but better now than not use 
it at all. Its effects will be noticed for 
several seasons. Wood ashes contain 
both lime and potash and are always 
beneficial. It is difficult to give the 
exact proportions of fertilizers for c.ops 
owing to conditions, but the quantities 
meatioBed may be decreased or increased 
according to the fertility of tbe soil.

Blending the Breeds. 


The Pure Strain U Best. 


Why Efforts to Obtain General Purpose Ani- 


m«l» Cannot Possibly Result In 


Good---experiments Wllh 


Poultry. 


The desire to and an animal which 


combines all the desirable qualities found 
in several breeds has greatly influenced 
farmers in their selection of stock, and 
yet reflection should teach and con- 
vince them that the general purpose 
animal is an impossibility, because ex- 
tremes cannot be brought together and 
made to do service harmoniously. The 
consideration of tbe claims of any class 
of stock will show that auy effort to 
blend all breeds into one must result 
in failure, as such a result will be the 
obliteration of the breeds. Take the 
breedsof horsesand compare them. The 
conformation of the thoroughbred run- 
ner, 
which gallops, differ greatly from 


the trotter, while the structure of the 
Clydesdale and Percheron is so dissimi- 
lar to the fleet runners and trotters as 
to utterly destroy the breeds should 
crossing be resorted to. Cattle have 
been classified into breeds that excel for 
beef, milk and butter. These character- 
istics have been secured by centuries of 
selection. To attempt to combine them 
in one breed is to destroy them, because 
where a gain is made in one direction 
there is it corresponding loss elsewhere, 
and failure ensues. Two opposites can 
never be made to meet, and any devia- 
tion from the work of ceuturiesi will re- 
quire centuries of work to overcome 
what has been accomplished. 


CUOSS;NO OF BREEDS. 


It has been contended that by the 


crossiugof breeds an animal can be pro 
duced that will combine at least some of 
the advantages of both parents. The 
fact is that there is no room for experi- 
ments in crossing. The breeds them- 
selves are the resulls of crossing, and all 
such work has been done long ago, only 
that the crossing heretofore done has re- 
sulted in selections which have given 
farmers breeds with fixed characteristics. 
It is, therefore, useless to cross for that 
which can be had by direct use of the 
breeds that are really the outcome of 
crosses. The shorthorn breed of cattle, 
so famous for producing beef, is bred 
with a tendency to increase their weight 
in flesh, and in a short time. They are 
not adapted to the production of milk 
and butter (except in individual cases), 
hence the crossing of the Shorthorn and 
Holstein will result in an animal that 
does not possess the capacity to produce 
as much beef as the Shorthorn, or milk 
and butter of the Holstein, the ultimate 
result being a loss instead of a gain. 


GENERAL PURPOSE SCRUBS. 


Experience teaches that any attempt 


to secure a general purpose animal is a 
step backward. Instead of the union 
being superior to the parent stock the 
final outcome is the scrub. The eareful 
selection of centuries cannot be improv- 
ed upoo in a year or a decade. Hun- 
dreds ot attempts have been made to 
combine the merits of different breeds, 
but the paths only led to scrubs and ruin. 
Each breed ha.s its dominant talent—its 
superiority in a certain line—and toat- 
tempt to give it two talents is to lessen 
the excellence of the one. The farmer 
who wishes to improve must not ex- 
pect a general purpose animal. 
He 


should determine) in which line of excel- 
lence he prefers to improve, aud (hen 
resort to the source of that improve- 
ment. If he prefers a beef-producing 
animal he should breed for beef only. 
He cannot get Lief, milk and butter of 
the greatest quantity by any combina- 
tion. The breeds have long ago been 
separated and he must use them for the 
nurposes for which they are intended. 
It must be admitted that many of the 
scrubs of the present day are the results 
of crossing to secure general purpose 
animals. In poultry this is particularly 
noticeable, as hundreds of experiments 
are made in crossing the breeds every

SCHOOL SLATES. 


The Frequent Way That Children Waul 


Them with Saliva In Quite Dangerous, 


It baa been noticed ot late that a 


potent agent in spreading diseases among 
children in large schools is the schoo 
slate. Says the National 
Board 


Health magazine on the subj ct: "The 
common practice which prevails in 
schools is to hand tbe slates to the 
children without any attempt being made 
to give each child the same slate timi 
after time. Tha first thing that a chile 
does is to clean the slate by means o. 
the finger moistened by saliva. In this 
process, of coarse, the finger travel 
many times from slate to mouth am 
vice versa, and thus conveys to the 
mouth any matter which may happen to 
be on the slate. Thus if a child happen 
ed to be suffering from tuberculosis th< 
bacilli might be readily conveyed to tin, 
mouth of a healthy pupil; and the same 
contingency would be likely to happen 
with greater effect it the disease were 
diphtheria." Children actually suffering 
from these diseases are of course not al 
lowed to attend school, but the germs 
may be present in a latent state, and 
the danger is neatly as great as if they 
were active, says Demmest. A simple 
precaution is to provide a sponge with 
each slate. 


Tire records and report of the Depart 


ment of Agriculture show that during the 
year 1895 there were 93tt distinct brands ol 
commercial fertilizers licensed for sale in 
this State, and that the license fee amount- 
ed to more than $12,000, all of which is 
available for analyses of the samples and 
the enforcement of the law.
